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SOCIALISM is the name of an epoch of civilization— 
the next epocli, if our ci^lization is to continue. 

We must not expect that the Socialist era will conic 
M at one stroke. Neither capitalism nor fewlaJisni arose 
“at a certain date,” nor can the Socialist form of .society 
have its beginninfj on any fixed day. 

Besides, although capitalistic society has already parsed 
its zenith, yet even at the present day feudalism holds a 
very important place in motlem society. This !•, the case 
not only in Germany, in spite of its hiRii economic ile- 
velopment, but also in England, the "classic land" of 
capitalism. 

Just so with any revolution. 

Capitalism will not vani'.h in one day. in one year, or in 
one decade. Even after the triumph of the working class 
the commonwealth cenget take upon itself all kinds of 
production. 

Many industries today dre not concentrated, and there¬ 
fore are not rips for collective production. 

However, the trusts are now showing the Social-Dem¬ 
ocrats how they must do it, only the Socialists will have 
to do it from a Socialist standpoint and for the benefit 
of all the people. 

But it is not nece.ssary nor possible that all industries 
should be immediately taken over by the Socialist g.ivern- 
ment. 

Every branch of production controlled by a trust, as 
well as all industries which could'be conducted on a 
similar scale, besides railways, telegraphs, mines, etc., 
will of course become collective public property and will 
be managed by the national government. 

But there is a whole class of industries (for instance 
/arming) which are not yet rradj to be worked on this 
large scale, or which are liable to be decentralized by the 
technical perfection of the methods of transmitting 
power. Many small industries have again become pos¬ 
sible ota account of the transmission of electric power. 
These without any objection can remain in private hands. 
I refer to certain petty industries, as well as to agricul¬ 
ture 

In other cases, the Socialist society can give the oppor¬ 
tunity for the formation of co-operative associations, 
which together with the model industries conducted by 
the state, will raise the level of the working class to a 
degree hardly credible at the present time. 

The chief reason why workingiuen's co-operative asso¬ 
ciations have been impossible hitherto, has even now been 
.partly removed ^ the trusts, and of csone will be of 
Still less account at the rise of the political power of the 
proletariat. . 

The trusts show how a regulated busine.ss can be done. 


The management of the co-operative workingmen's asso- 
efation of the future will find out what the <lc:-mnd is 
and determine the .amount and nuth.itl of th.c production. 
During the tra.;-i;ion period the t.ale of prodticts in.ay 
take place exactly as at present, only -uhject to regula¬ 
tion by the .state. 

In the trust;, the capitalist ch'-- own now plays the 
most superfluous roie in t.lK world. 

indeed, in tl.e truMs the capita'i-i ch-- is .ilrcady ex¬ 
propriated to a certain extent. 

The smaller inic^tiws. who are the grcit niaj-.rity. no 
longer have anytl.ing to control, an,! otii\ draw tlu'ir (vro- 
fits. Their imiusi.i ^ are^apparcntly the property of the 
.shareholders; t.m what sort of po i ertv i- that of which 
one ha> not the frr.- <lisposal? They can ,i,, longer jiro- 
ducc what they will, iior at what pri e they will, nor 
with what werkm the>- will; all i- prv crihixl t.> them 
by the management vi the trust. Properly -peaking, they 
are only profit-receivers. 

Tile trusts arc rc.aily now ^or a change of ownership. 

But \Vi"con?in ha- I cen fiercely criticired for a provi¬ 
sion in its plaii’iTin to have the nali -n "huy out" the 
trust; and pay the net value, .'n.l yet Karl Kantsky. 
Emil \'andcrve’,>. William Liehkn.chl, .and even Karl 
Marx, speak vf t o i pi-n'cHon. 

Engels wrote n "We do net consider the in- 

demipty of the proprietors as an impossihility whatevc 
mav be the circumstances. How many times has not 
Karl Marx exnressed to me the opinion that if we could 
buy up the whole crowd, it would really be the cheapest 
wav of relieving our.'elves of them.’ 

X'anderveMe says; "There is no doubt that the expro¬ 
priation without indemnity with the resistance, the trou¬ 
bles. the bloody disturbances which it would not fail to 
produce, would be in the end most C‘,itiy.” 

In discussing the question of compensation. Karl 
Kautsky. the most radical theorist of the Gcrm«i Social- 
Democracy, says: 

"There are a number of reasons which mdieate that a 
proletarian regime will seek the road of eompensation 
and payment of the capitalists and land owners.” 

In another place (on page 113) Kautsky says: “A por¬ 
tion of the factories, mines, etfe., cotdd be sold directly to 
the laborers who are working them, and could be hence¬ 
forth operated co-operatively; another portion could be 
sold to the co-operatives of distribution, and still another 
to the communities or the states.

So fcrhaps for a time a state of affairs may arise 
w hich will combine at the same time three forms of pro- 
ihicti III. T'nat is. the c.apitalisiic form in petty industries, 
where goruls will be produced for the market; the s-o- 
011 •■ative fcirni in which llie prmlitcts will be for use and 
als., for sale; and the purely Socialistic, where the gov¬ 
ernment will carry on production for use only, and the 
production will not take the forrn of wares at all. 

I'hat all this will take place peacefully, we do not 
maintain. It will surely not come peacefully if the people 
are not armed. It will come peacefully if the people will 
be armed. Riots and bloodsheds are not at all desirable, 
nor wiH they help civilization. 

Besides, I do not believe that one great revolution can 
turn topsy-turvy the whole civilized world, and undo or 
make superfluous any economic development as outlined 
here. 

Capitalism was necessary to give mankind dominion 
over the forces of nature, which is now assured by our 
scientific attainments. Considered in itself, capitalism 
has by no means reached that stage of develqpnient 
where it becomes impossible. 

On the contrary, in the trust system, capitalism has 
just stepped into a new phase, the duration of which is 
unlimited according to our present light. ' 

Of course, from a civilizing force, capitalism has al¬ 
ready become a menace to civilization. But that does not 
affect its vitality I However, the tendencies which oppose 
H have now gathered such great strength that a thorough 
change —must not indeed—but cm take place, if the 
working clan uederstanda ita Rdtsion. 

In conclusion, <et me say that the world’s history Is' 
always made fay men, tind is not a more natural proceas 
as some Marxists want us to believe.

.\ccording to the foregoing figures the relative number of farms 
operated by their owners which are mortgaged has increased quite 
regularly aince 1890.

From the above it may be eaiiily seen that aa a claoe you are get¬ 
ting more and more in debt. A mortgage ia anything but a eign of 
proHperity. But wait —the worst ia yet to come.

So we aw that in 20 yeai^ the mortgaged farms increased 39.6 
per cent, while the mortgaged indebtedness increased 111.8 per cent. 
Or. to put it diffcpentiy. In 1890 the farmers of Wiaconain paid in- 
tcrcHta on a debt of $5o,305,000. In 1910 they paid intereet on $146,- 
815,000. 

.411 this look* bad for the Wiaconsin farmers, and the census man 
not wishing to cast a gloom over the prosperity blessed Badger state, 
produced another array of figtirea which show tliat while the fanners 
are getting in debt more and more they are becoming richer at the' 
same time. i 

The wealth of the farmer, we ore told, is accumulating in the 
form of land value*. The census states that while the mortgaged 
indebtedness increased 111.8 per cent, land values increased 105.0 per 
rent in 20 year*.

They have further 
dMded to Introduce an interpolation 
tiiYlhg the go^rnment to suspend the 
taxes on potatoes, and also on the 
barley and maize used for fodder. 
Bock and Aotrlck vtlt speak on this 
quettlon. They will also bring forward 
a motion to reform the standing orders 
of the reiebstag. aod a number of other 
motions.' such as: Responslhlilty of 
mlnlstem. alteration of (he constlcutiun 
so that the consent of the reiebstag 
■hall be necessary In order to declare 
war. motion for the Iniroducilon of the 
proportional system of election, wo¬ 
men's suffrage, for elections to take 
place on Sunday, etc. Motions on aodai 
reform are bring prepared by a cora- 
mltiee of 21 members.

Then an attempt 
was made to fill the pr«»sidency fr<tni 
Che ranks of the Radicals, the right 
and the National Liberals. Icsving the 
Social-Detnocrau out. But the Rad- 
loaU refused to bare anything to do 
with a presidency from which the So- 
dal-Den 'craU were excluded. N'ego- 
ttations were then entered into i)e- 
bweeo the party leaders. The renter 
•Pd tome of the National Uberals 
fomanded that a Socialist preaident 
^fouid be ready to raise the usual

K^poria and 
other fertile farming sections 1 found 
farmers plugglDg along with plows 
that belong *in tee scrap heap on such 
level country. 

Potatoes Come High. 

The coft of potatoes In Kansas this 
winter ip the vldnlty of Lyons arei 
$1.35 a bushel. In Topeka tbe^f^nej 
Ik higher. 8eed potatoes are selling 
for $2.25 a busbcL Aod In North and 
South Dakota, not so many hundred 
miles away tbe farmers are feeding the 
finest kind of potatoes to tbe stock—* 
because “there Is no market for them." 

Shacks for the Industroua. 

There are more homes—a hundred 
to one—4 d Kansas that are not fit to 
Uvr in. to those that could be called 
aanltary places for human habitation. 
These homes I found in the cities as 
well as in the country. There was an 
abseaoe of bath-tubs in tbe great ma¬ 
jority of tbe homes. Aod tbe bath-tub 
Is an institution 6.000 years old. and 
the farmers aod other workers In Kan¬ 
sas have produced billions of dollars 
more wealth .than they received for 
their industry. Well, they haven't got 
much of a kick coming for they are 
getting what they voted for. And the 
capitalists can stand it as long as they 
can. 

PrcMluce Things—But—- 

The roosters lay eggs In Kansas I 
was toid before I reached tbe htate. 
Bot It Isn't so. Tbe roosters not only 
do not lay eggs in Kansas, but the bens 
this cold winter laid very few. But 
Kansas produces corn. wt*<,a(. alfalfa 
mod other things too numerous to list, 
and it also produces farms with mort¬ 
gages on them. That is one thing the 
Kansas farmer can boast. North Da¬ 
kota. Minnesota, and Illinois has 
itothing on him when It comes to mort¬ 
gages. Again we repeat: “That's what 
they voted for" aod if they don't like 
It ail they have got to do Is to say ao 
next November. 

Roosevelt Farmers. 

Kansas farmers who are the loud^t 
mouthed admirers of Roosevelt. I 
Icaintd. were in the majority of cases, 
either renters or owners of farms heav¬ 
ily mortgaged. It In the “progressive'* 
farmers who are shouting for Teddy I 
.. Aod when you ask them what T. R. 
ever did for them they stutter and I

Mats doas not aay that trade union¬ 
ists wrill become Socialists by books, by apoachaa 
or by raaoliitiona, by attacks on the union, by 
bittor disaansion botwaan SoclalUta and Anti- 
Socialists in tha union. Not at all. Tha trade 
unionist will bacoms'^a Socialist WITHOUT 
KNOWING IT, AS A RESULT OF THB INCES¬ 
SANT STRUGGLE AGAINST CAPITALISM. 

in ths time whan Mam was most active in tha 
labor movement, there wore, says Kautaky, 
"many Socialist achoola, each awaaring to tha 
ganulnanaaa of Ita own patent pill for tha cur# 
of all tha ilia of society, and aach trTl*«g to rally 
tha workers around itaalf, Tha various schools 
wara at war^wlth o ne a nothar and wrara thus 
instrumsntal In SPLITTING ths wrorking classes 
rather than In uniting them** as# «*lt 
thus aoamed to Marx,** says Kautaky, **that 
to save tha trade unions they must hold aloof 
from political organisations.** 

Surely there ia nothing moro astounding than 
tha manner in which many of our oorilar com¬ 
rades,, while claiming to rapreaont the teaching 
of Karl Mam, violated every principle of hie 
faith. For years they sought to use tha trade 
unions for political ends. For years soma of 
them ondaaverod to split tha worUnf claso into 
warring aocta. For years they wrant to the werkcra 
with the orthodox faith, throatonlng that If tha 
workers urculd not accept that faith without 
question they would serve upon them a sentence 
of utter damnation. 

Curiously enough, this teloroat and fanatical 
xaal of tha early Soclaliata was limited to the 
Engllah speaking countriaa. And the chief 
reason for its pravalanco in thooo countriaa was 
undoubtedly because in bdUi England and 
America tha early Sociallata found In tha field 
ahead of them a powarfullv organised working 
class movement. Naturally thoy wont first to 
these organisations to convert them to the new 
doctrines. But instaad of looking upon them as 
an unconscious and highiT aatUfActory working 
out of tha Mamian doctritvoa, they Inslatod upon 
thair ontiro reorganisation and tho adoption of a 
Socialist program. Thr Sociallata docUrod that 
thair position was tha orthodox oao and all others 
wara norotica. Tha iaipatianco and fanaticism 
of thooo oarly Socialists was nover batter de- 
scrlbod than by Engels, tho life-long friend and 
companion of Marx: 

"Tho S. D. Federation horo( England),*' says 
Engota, in 1894. “shares with your German- 
Americen Socialists tho distinction of bolng tho 
only Bsrtloa who managed to reduee Mam*e 
theorfca of development to a rigid orthodoxyi 
*THAT workmen shall not PERCEIVE 
THAT THEORY BY THEIR OWN WORK AND 
OWN CLASS FEELING, BUT MUST SWALLOW 
IT AS AN ARTICLE OF FAITH AT ONCE AND 
WITHOUT ANY DEVELOPMENT.* Thoreforo, 
both remain sects, and, at Hegel says, *CoBae from 
nothing through nothing to nothing.* ** 

And that is exactly wnsit happe n ed until the 
pre ee nt Socialist paKy was launched with ite 
policy of giving all aid possible to every movement 
of the workers, iwgaAltoee of tholr pollticel or 
ocofvqmic faith. Tnet Is exactly what happened 
unUf jthe Socialist party gave up the old policy 
of meddling with the intemel problems it the 
tmlona and set out to achieve Ita own great work 
nf •rganixing the vroriring class into one great 
’ymltlcal movement.

In 1871 Karl Mam wrote to Speyer, who waa 
than prominont in tha Amorican working class 
movomanti "You must endaaver to gain ths 
trads unions at all costs.*' A few days later he 
wrote to another American Socialist: "The in¬ 
ternational has been founded to set up the reel 
organisation of the working class Instsad of 
Socialist and half-Socialist sects." 

Thsso two brlsf quotations from Mam appear 
to ms to be of the greatest possible significance. , 
If any working class Isadsr had evsr been through 
hell, Mam was surely that one. A few years before 
he had set out to organise the workers. At the 
very moment the above words werq written thw 
International Workingmen's aseociakion was the 
terror of all Europe. But while the ^.'!nces 
of commerce and the despots of politics were 
paralysed by the fear of this new specter, no one 
knew ao well me Mam its uttar helplessness. 

It was being literally torn to plscee by intarnal 
dissensions. However much tna leadera hated 
cepiteUsm, they hated earh other more. It le 
not e pleasant experience to see the work of years 
destroyed by warring sects, and Mam was un¬ 
doubtedly undergoing at the time he wrote to 
his American friends the eame revulslogi towards 
sectarian Socialiem that ha had experiencod more 
than once before. 

And as he drew away from the bitter dlesen- 
sioos of the warring eects, he turned with In¬ 
creasing respect and hope towards tho actual 
organized movement of the working claee. In 
1875, when the various German organlxatlona of 
workingmen met together for the purpoee o» 
unity, ha wrote to Bebel, Liebknecht and others: 
"Every action, every positive step forward, is 
worth more than a doxen programs." He then 
urges his German comrades. If it is impoasible 
to have adopted a consistent Socialistic pro¬ 
gram, to merely Join the workare in one organi- 
xation without a program. 

In other words, Marx's idea was clearly and 
unmistakably this: That the organlxetion of the 
working class was ths sll important thing. He 
did not withhold his sympathy and aid to the 
working claee because it was not already Socialist. 
He did not go to the working claee with a certain/ 
program, announcing that they must accept 
that prograxn or be damned. He did not sey that 
the workers must orgeniie In a certain manner, 
or he would withhold his sympathy. In fact, 
there is not anywhere to bo mund in Mam's 
words or actions a single thing to suggeet the 
sectarian spirit. 

What, then, did Mam mean when he wrote 
to Speyer: "You must endeavor to gain the 
trade unions at all costs"? Did he mean that 
unless the trade unions would adopt the Sc^lalUt 
program that Socialists should gttempt to de¬ 
stroy them? Did he mean that Socialists should 
enter the trade union movement merely to make 
it the side show of a political party? These are 
questions worth thinking over, and fortunately 
Marx himself has supplied the answer. 

In 1869 Msrx had an interview with Hamenn. 
the secretary of the German metal workers' 
union. In this interview Marx said: 
"The trade unions should never be affiliated with 
or made dependent upon a political society 
if they are to fulfill the object for which they 
formed. IF THIS HAPPENS IT MEANS 
THEIR DEATH Bl OW.** 

Now this statement of Mam's is so abaoiutsly 
contrary to the view taken by dome of the early 
Socialists in this country, and by soma Social¬ 
ists even today, that it may well cause amass¬ 
ment. And some may even a k: "JVhat in tha 
world is the use of bothering with tredo unions 
unless our Durpose is to make them SocialisU? 
Why should we attend union meetings, or bother 
'With the mere daily struggle of the working 
4o better its hours and conditions unlesa 
our end and aim is to maka the trade union a 
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ivMnent mad, in mU oultura or 
>rbed by tbe landlord -in erer-. 


exploiter and exploited, produce, tbe same effect noUoed in the aepa- 
ratiun of otmerahip and labor in modmi industrial Ufa. The tenant, 
as his brother, tbe wage worker, will retain from the product of bis

Tenantpr did not .increase at the fearful rate as ifiortgaged indebt¬ 
edness did in Wiaconsin.

On the whole it may be said that tbe higher tbe land values, ths 
denser tbe population and tbe older the settlement the greater is the 
number of tenants. The greatest peroentage of tenants ia found in 
the southern counties of the 'state. Tenantry jpsdually disappnara 
aa we move north towards tbe sparoely r-.Ctled.Jmn^e. From tnia it 
may be deducted ^at if teumtry rises with age wd land values, tM 
northern part of Wisconsin will produce a lusty crop of renters as soon 
as the land has reached a siate of cultivation where it will support 
two men—landlord and renten Up to the pr esent time tbe cheap ^d 
of the state has proven the only hindrance to the extention of Land¬ 
lordism. With the disappearance of free or cheap land, tenant^ is 
bound to grow raindly in the state. Says tbe Ce nsus man.
